Ladies  and  GGntlcr.xcn,  • 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19^0. 
During  the  period  of  the  year  ending  31st  October,  I96G,  Dr.  V/.x..  McLennan, 
area  Medical  Officer  officiated  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  .n  acting 
capacity. 

For  the  year  under  review  the  health  of  your  Urban  District  -has,  on 
the  whole,  been  satisfactory,  I.n  increase  in  the  birth  rate  is  reported  and 

the  Infa.ntile  Mortality  Rate  of  I3  per  1,000  live  births  is  the  lowest  on 
record  for  the  Urban  District  a.nd  well  below  the  national  average  of  21.7. 

The  totc.l  nui.iber  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  shows  a 
reduction  over  previous  years,  though  the  only  case  of  pclicnyelitis  which 
was  of  the  parx.lytic  type  proved  to  be  fa.t^‘1.  This  case  was  net  vaccinated. 

Although  the  response  to  vaccination  aoiongst  the  younger  age  groups 
has  ir.iprovcd,  in  the  older  groups  the  response  is  far  froi;i  satisfactory. 

For  the  fourth  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  confirioed. 

In  drawing  your  attention  to  this  satisfactory  fact,  I wish  to 
reroind  parents  that  aiany  of  their  children  under  3 ycoirs  still  have  net 
coupleted  the  full  course  of  iiraiunisrtion.  x.gainst  i.iany  diseases  occuring 
in  this  country  protection  is  offered  free,  yet  it  is  surprising  the  r^.iOunt 
of  apathy  and  indifference  that  exists  amongst  many  parents  and  they  only 
bccoiae  conscious  ef  their  responsibility  to  their  children  and  are  aroused 
from  their  lethargy,  eiily  when  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurs.  Health 
Education  in  its  Liony  forx.xS  is  being  continually  employed  in  the  enlighten- 
ment of  those  concerned. 

The  nuiab^r  of  cases  tf  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  j’^ear 
continues  to  decrexase,  twenty  three  c .sv^s  were  notified  and  there  were 
four  deaths.  This  is  still  a substantially  large  neu.xber  ef  cases  for  the 
district  and  until  the  disease  is  eradicated  the  energetic  methods  ex.iployed 
for  doing  this  xjust  continue.  Special  previsiens  for  cases  x^f  tuberculosis 
will  need  to  be  uaint-'-ined  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  standx'-.rdised  de  th  rate  sh^^ws  slight  increase  over  previous 
years,  cardiev:'-scular  lesions  and  Cxancer  being  the  two  principal  causes  of 
dCxith.  Rese:irch  inte  the  c.iuses  cf  these  tw^  diseases  continues  and  it  is 
hoped  that  eventually  „n  .answer  will  bo  f^und.  Much  however  in  the  vaay  of 
prevention  can  be  practised,  in  the  case  of  cerenary  disea-se  it  is  evident 
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that  attention  to  ditt  avoidirij;  v.xct_6S<^s  and  P'-  gular  \.x.. rcise  does  help. 

In  the-  case  of  cancer,  one  foria  of  v/hich  shov/s  a continual  incroo.Se  yeo,r  by 
year,  naiiely  cancer  of  tlie  lun;  , avoidc.net  of  excessivt  smokinp.  doeS  obviate 
the  risk.  Though  nuch  propoaanda  has  botn  Ciaplo.yed  in  publicising  the 
dangers  of  excessive  Si/ioking,  so  fe.r,  i.iost  of  the  population  rei.iain  ir.jaune  to 
it . 


There  was  one  oatern..!  death. 

ho  action  under  cu.ction  47  of  the  liationr.l  assistance  Lot,  1948, 
was  necessc.ry  during  the  year. 

Public  Kealtli  progress  in  your  district  ii.:..s  been  founded  priiue.rily 
on  a progressional  €.nd  extensive  prograi.ir.ie  of  rehousin;,  which  re.aains  the 
key  factor  in  furthering  the  Vc^ell  being  of  the  population.  During  the  year 
Der.iolition  Orders  Were  r.iadc  on  262  house s e.nd  36O  houses  were  represented  for 
demolition.  Details  will  be  found  later  in  the  report. 

The  other  envirorii..ental  handicap,  atmospheric  pollution,  is  being 
resolutely  tackled.  Many  of  the  problems  met  at  difficult  to  solve  but 
with  the  full  ccML-peraticn  of  all  concerned  progress  is  being  i.iadt . 

. ho  smoke  control  areas  h..ve  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  ,1110  Clean  Air  ^.ct,  1956. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  tiiank  the  Chair.a.  n t'.nd  Meiribers  of  the 
Healtii  Gorunittee  and  health  Department  Staff  for  their  guiCu.nce  ..nd 
assistance  whioh  they  have  always  unfailingly  pl'.ced  ...t,  my  disposal.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Inspectorate  during  the  year  I96O. 

Housing  was  a main  consideration  of  the  Department  and  during  the 
year  I65  houses  were  represented  under  Section  I6  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 > 
and  228  individual  demolition  orders  were  made  on  unfit  houses.  The  total 
number  of  demolition  orders  made  since  1948  is  946. 

Food  Hygiene  ha's  also  taken  up  much  of  our  time,  but  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  we  have  had  co-operation  from  occupiers  of  food 
premises  to  improve  their  conditions  and  while  much  remains  to  be  done,  I 
feel  duty  bound  to  say  that  v/ith  the  trading  public  backing  , much  more  could 
quiclcly  be  achieved. 

The  v;ork  of  meat  inspection  is  under  constant  supervision,  and  I 
would  dare  to  suggest  that  animals  slaughtered  in  our  slaughterhouses  are 
equal  to  any,  for  cleanlieness,  etc. 

Some  progrt^ss  has  been  made  in  the  Abcutement  of  dark  smoke,  but  the 
changeover  to  oil  firing  has  brought  with  it  other  problems,  which  it  is 
hoped  time  and  experience  will  solve. 

I would  in  conclusion  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of, 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence  end  support,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  whole  of  the  staff,  for  their  a.ble  and  active 
co-operation.
